BEE  INDUSTRY  ACTIVE  IN  NEW  ZEALAND. 

Consul  General  Alfrsd  A,  Finslow  reports  from  Aucklrjid  that  there  has  been 
a  marked  increase  in  the  demand  for  h^ney  from  the  Dominion,  with  the  res-alt  that 
it  has  encouraged  c^any  to  t£j<:e  up  the  industry.    Late  reports  state  that  there 
are  b,U00  apiaries  in  the  Dominion  com.posed  of  75,000  colonies  of  bees,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  large  number  of  small  bee  raisers  Irjroughout  the  Dominion  who  iiave  ■ 
not  yet  registered  their  hives.     The  New  Zealand  Government  has  promulgated  regu- 
letions  to  protect  tnis  industry  so  far  as  possible  from  foul  brODd  and  any  other 
infection  that  may  interfere  with  the  industry.

1  HONEY  BEE  REPORT  EA7QRA3LE 


The  Hone 5^  Bee  report  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  as  of  date 
May  1,  is  m. general  distinctly  favorable.     The  winter  loss  of  colonies  for  tne 
country  was  down  to  8.5>^,  compared  witn  5  year  average  (I314-I919)  of  12.5%,  and 
a  loss  of  l4. 1^  diiring  the  psceding  winter.     The  number  of  working  colonies  nad 
gene  up  to  107.  4%  compared  m.ta  May  1  of  last  year.     As  to  norir.al  health  and  strength 
the  colonies  were  credited  with  ^J.lfc,   against  83. 9f''  last  year  and  a  6  year  average 
(I914-I919)  of  93.5%.     Only  in  condition  of  noney  plants  did  tne  total  show  a 
reduction.     Unfavorable  spring  weather  has  reduced  tne  jgrcentage  to  85.8%  as  corn- 
Tsared.  .vith  35.9/"-  l^st  year,  and  92.0^  during  the  period  1914-I919.

Dairjimen,  grocers,  frxiiterers,  and  in  mctny  cases  good-class  chemists, 
(druggists),  find  a  ready  sale  for  honey  that  is  attractively  packed,  ana.  the  qualit 
of  which  is  above  suspicion.     There  is  no  more  convenient  package  for  export  to 
the  English  market  than  cases,  each  containing  two  60-lb,   tins,  althougl^  I  would 
prefer  to  purchase  honey  in  5  or  6  cwt.    tierces,  being  more  conveniently  handled 
where  large  quantities  have  zo  be  packed»     Honey  for  the  English  market  mast  be 
perfectly  clean  in  flavour,  strong  or  herby  flavours  being  disliked  and  therefore 
damaging  to  the  trade.     The  favorite  package  for  Cuban,  hcney  wei^s  a,bont  52  cwt, 
to  6  cwt.    (the  English  cwt.   is  112  lbs.  )      Honey  from  Jaraica  usually  arrives  in 
casks  containing  about  3  to  32  cwts.  ,  while  rhiliari  is  usually  packed  in  barrels 
of  about  It  cv/ti      Ca,lifornias,  New  Zealand,  ana  Australian  arrive--  in  cases  each 
containing  two  60  lb.  tins. 

The  tins  must  be  clean  and  sufficiently  strong  to  withstand  rout^  usage. 
Cases  should  be  made  of  thoroughly  dried,  sourxd  timber,  with  the  ends,  tops  and 
Dottoms  each  made  in  one  piece.     There  is  no  economy  in  using  cheap  cases,  and  to 
use  dirty  tins  must  result  in  great  loss.     'The  weight  of  the  packages  should  be 
clearly  marJied  outside  each  container  vvhere  they  are  not  uiiiform.     Net,   tare,  and 
^ross  weight  should  be  shown,  and  where  the  name  of  the  producer  is  also  shown  it 
^ives  the  buyer  greater  confidence.     Quantities  of  honey  arriving  in  casks  are  in 
a  very  dirty  condition,  often  containing  thousands  of  dead  bees  and  other  objection- 
able rubbish,      Ihe  English  are  very  fastidious  and  will  not  purchase  honey  again, 
possibly  for  many  years,  if  once  they  have  been  served  with  honey  that  has  a  nasty 
or  unclean  flavour.     There  is  a  grecj-t  demand  for  best  honey,  and  hundreds  of  orders 
are  turned  down  throu^  insufficient  supplies  of  the  quality  we  need. 

Most  of  the  honey  sent  to  England  is  consigned  to  merchcnts  who  unsually 
placo  it  in  the  hands  of  brokers  for  sale,  but  it  would  seem  to  us  that  it  would 
j^ay  better  to  ma-iie  direct  consignments  to  a  firm  vvhich  had  the  ne cs s st<,r;r  organi- 
iij.tion  for  selling,  and  machinery  caid  apiyliances  for  paci.d.n2i

"The  New  Zealand  honey  people  found  tnat  their  honey  was  heirg  purchased  on 
tne  British  market  by  speculators  and  resolved  t/^  cc-operate  and  nandS:e  tnexr  noney 
througn  •ne  agency.    This  representative  has  found  tnat  whereas  nis  people  were 
abxaining  aTjout  sixpence  or  eigntpence  a  pound  for  tneir  noney  in  Great  Britian, 
tn^^y  are  now  getting  at  least  a  snilling  because  tney  have  been  able  tnrcugn  co- 
operation to  place  tneir  honey  in  tne  nands  of  tne. merchants  and  not  m  tne  nanas 
of  ^he  speculators  who  nave  been  taking  tne  big  profit. 

"He  indicated  tnat  tne  Sew  Zealand  noney,  wnich  is  very  similar 
californian  grades,  but  of  a  greater  -consistency,  is  bringing  about  a  s^^^?t^gf  ^ 
pound,  wnereas  American  no-ney  w^ich  ia  qiiitc  as  good  is  ^^i^S^^^^  - '  .  • 

sniUir^s  pes  im  lbs.    Tnis  spread  betvv^en  tne 'two  honeys  is  entirely  unja.tiii-a, 
but  is  due  to  tne  fact  that  tnere  is  no  organised  ^tteicpt  to  supp-iy  t^^s  ^l^^t.o 
market  witn  Californian  noney  and.,  suai  parcels  a?  come  over  are  u^uaxiy  ^c±<i 
speculators  wno  in  turn  sell  tne  noney  to  tne  trade. 

"Tne  s^iggestion  of  tne  New  Zealand  representative  was  tnat  American  snippers 
should  get  together  and  form  some  compreaanslve  market  scneme  for  Californian 
nc-^ey  in  tne  British  Isles.     He  maintains  tnat  tne  market  for  nign  class  noney  in 
Great  Britian  is  not  overcrowded  and  there  is  p.  demand  for  more  nign  grade  honey 
tnan  can  be  supplied.  '  '  ■  - 

"Tne  representative  indicated  that' tne  .New  Zealand  xioney  will  b^  nandled 
througn  one  organization  here  as New ■ Zealand  Honey'  and  tnat  tney  are  going  to 
blend  tneir  No.  1  grade,  making  a  uniform  New  Zealand  Honey.    Tney  ar»  also  go  nig 
tc  split  up  tneir  honey  into  small  packages  for  tne  grocer. 

"The  question  of  -felendir^  all  of  tne.  first  grade  New  Zealand  noney  is  one 
wnich  is  open  to  debate,     This  gentleman' s  idea  is  tnat  if  tne  noney  is  blended  tne 
consumers  win  get  uniform  qiiaiity  in  a  uniform  package  with  a  uniform  label.  He 
mainLains  that  tais  is  a  correct  way  to  build  up  and  increase  tne  use  of  noney  cn 
tne  tables  of  Great  Britain.    His  idea  is  to  put  tnis  uni  form  honey  into  ncusencld 
ccns'umptioa    His  plan,  however,  has  not  universal. accer^tance »    Otners  equally  in- 
fcrmed  tell  me  that  this  plan  of  blending  noney  will  ruin  tne  entire  industry  . 
They  claim  tnat  honey  should  be  handled  witncut  blendirjg  in  its  pure  state  and  tnau 
tn?  trade  is  so  large  that  individual  brands  and  not  rational  brands  should^ bs  usea.

Beeswax  is  in  fair  local  den.^.nd  at  present  at  20-25/,  mostly  22^. 
per  lb.  tc  tiiu  beekeepers,  by  bee-supply  nouses  for  use  in  making  next 
season's  foundation.     Demand  from  tne  east  is  lacking,  as  ii^iorted  wax 
offers  tuo  great  competition. 

IMgRiVOimTAIN  REGION:     Inquiry,  although  not  so  abundant  as  a  few  weeks 
ago,  is  reported  as  active.    Tne  inquiry,  nowever,  does  not  seem  to  be 
translated  into  actual  sales,  and  carlot  sales  especially  are  scarce. 
Tnis  quietness  may  be  attributed  in  part  to  tne  usual  pre-noliday  dullress.

Beeswax  market  is  very  dull  at  22-2^^2;  per  lb.  Many  beekeepers  are 
refusing  to  accept  tne  prices  offered  by  dealers. 

, SOUTHWES TERN_ST^  Honey  movement  from  Texas  is  lignt,  as  tne  crop  has 

been  largely  disposed  of.     It  is  reported  that  tne  bulk  of  tne  Texas 
honey  movement  no:F'ii:i^lly-  occurs  between  May  and  August.     Demand  is  fairly 
good.    Prices  range  9-12^z^  per  lb.' for  lignt-colored  extracted  n..ney,  in 
less-tnan-carlots ,  and  12-1^^  per  lb.  for  cnunk  comb  honey.     A  good 
demand  is  experienced  for  bulk  comb  honey  in  3  and  5-lb ,  pails.  Colonies 
are  in  exceptionally  good  condition.

Sales  of  several  cars  are  reported  on  a  basis  of  $7»00  per  120-113, 
case,  or  just  under       per  lb.    Bees  are  said  to  be  in  excellent  condition 
for  tne  winter, 

EAST  CEl^ITRAL  STATES:     Tne  heavy  demand  earlier  in  the  fall  nas  absorbed  a 
large  part  of  the  crop,  and  recent  snipments  have  been  only  moderate. 
At  present  tne  market  is  ratner  dull,  experiencing  a  pre-noliday  lull, 
but  a  brisker  demand  is  looked  for  e;.rlier  in  tne  new  year.    Tne  present
